Four candidates will seek two Ro¬ 
mulus Board of Education seats on 
June 10. Both vacancies are for four 
year terms. Current board members, 
Debbie Dick and Kenneth Berlinn 
will not run for election. Berlinn was 
appointed to the seat vacated by AJan 
Lambert when he won last Novem¬ 
ber's mayoral election. 

All four candidates would be new¬ 
comers to public office, but believe 
they can serve their community and 
school district well. The Romulus 
School District consists of seven 
schools, Romulus High School. Ro¬ 
mulus Middle School, and five ele¬ 
mentary schools, with a student popu¬ 
lation of over 4,000. 

Kenneth Mientkiewicz is a life¬ 
long resident of Romulus. A graduate 
of Romulus High in 1961, Mein- 
tkiewicz then attended Eastern Michi¬ 
gan University earning a Master’s De¬ 
gree in Guidance and Counseling in 
1971. He has been married to wife 
Bonnie for 35 years, a former teacher 
in the Romulus School District for 30 
years, who retired in 1999. They 
have four children, all of whom grad¬ 
uated from Romulus High School. 

Mientkiewicz began a teaching ca¬ 
reer at Cherry Hill High School in 
Inkster teaching Business, and coach¬ 
ing junior varsity football, varsity 
football and varsity baseball. In 1980 
he moved into guidance and counsel¬ 
ing, moving to both Wayne Memorial 
High School and John Glenn High 
School when the school merged with 
the Wayne Westland District in 1986. 
He remained in guidance and coun¬ 
seling until he retired in 1998. 

His community involvement in¬ 
cludes a former seat on the Romulus 
Planning Commission, a current 
member of the Board of Zoning Ap¬ 
peals, and as an active member of St. 
Stephens Church. 

Mientkiewicz believes the most 
important issues within the district are 
student achievement, school taxes, 
and excessive spending. 

"My number one priority is the 
student," said Mientkiewicz. "We 
have to make sure that each student 
receives the proper skills and knowl¬ 
edge to be successful after gradua¬ 
tion." 

He also believes that there is a 
need for more development of cours¬ 
es for college bound students, and a 
need for a more varied educational 
background to be able to achieve at 
the college level. Mientkiewicz 
strongly supports looking at Romulus' 
elevated school tax situation, however 
he notes that there isn't a lot the board 
can do at this moment due to bonds 
passed by the voters and a need for 
legislative changes on the hold harm¬ 
less mills. 

"Another issue is the excessive 
spending that is currently happening 
in the district," said Mientkiewicz. 
"Certain salaries are not in alignment 
with surrounding school districts." 
He wants to see the board review all 
budget items to reduce excessive 
spending and make cuts where need¬ 
ed. 

"When it comes down to money, 
the bottom line is it should go to stu¬ 
dent programs first, then to other ar¬ 
eas," said Mientkiewicz. 

Also seeking the four year term is 
Celeste Roscoe, another lifelong resi¬ 
dent of Romulus and graduate of the 
high school. Roscoe extended her ed¬ 
ucation with adult education courses 
in mathematics, accounting and com¬ 
puters. She has been married to 
Robert for 28 years, who is currendy 
an employee of the Department of 
Public Works in Romulus. 

Roscoe is employed in the ac¬ 
counting department at Detroit Auto¬ 
matic Tooling, located in Romulus.

Her community activities and volun- 
teerism include; parent volunteer in 
children's schools, Girl Scouts and 
Brownies, Cub Scouts, Boy Scouts of 
America, Romulus little league base¬ 
ball, treasurer, Romulus Athletic 
Club, secretary, Sunday school 
teacher and Junior Church teacher, 
and member of the Freewill Baptist 
Church. 

She believes the most important is¬ 
sues facing the district are financial, 
including the high taxes paid by Ro¬ 
mulus homeowners for schools. 
However, Roscoe notes that a quality 
education is a priority, and believes 
that staying informed on proposed 
changes to Proposal A, and seeing 
them through would be the best possi¬ 
ble solution for tax payer relief within 
the district. 

Roscoe supports the continuation 
of tutoring, reading and reteaching 
programs, now that the Century 21 
grant program is coming to an end. "I 
want to see that we continue these 
very important helps for our stu¬ 
dents," said Roscoe. 

She doesn’t want to see one student 
left behind because of lack of teaching 
aids. "The continuation of our after 
school programs are a must." 

Roscoe believes that each issue 
within the district needs to be studied 
and researched before hasty decisions 
are made or comments made. "My 
desire as a Romulus School Board 
member is to be a dedicated and 
strong voice for our children and citi¬ 
zens, to work hard and effectively 
with parents, teachers, administrators 
and other board members." 

Roscoe is endorsed by Teamster 
Union #214 and joint council #43, the 
Romulus Democratic Club, the 
Greater Detroit Building and Con¬ 
struction Trades Council and the Ro¬ 
mulus School District employees 
within Local #64. 

Troy La Porte is a 28 year resident 
of Romulus, and a graduate of Romu¬ 
lus Senior High, class of 1986. La 
Porte continued his education at the 
International Masonry Institute begin¬ 
ning his apprenticeship in 1996. He 
also completed a course and was cer¬ 
tified in welding from Macomb Com¬ 
munity College in 1997. He 1998 he 
was certified by the United States De¬ 
partment of Labor as a journeyman. 

A member of the Bricklayers' Lo¬ 
cal 1 International Union, La Porte al¬ 
so held membership for 9 years in 
HERE, the Hotel Employees and 
Restaurant Employees International 
Union. 

La Porte is married to wife Judy, 
and has two children currendy attend¬ 
ing Romulus schools. His communi¬ 
ty involvement includes coaching Ro¬ 
mulus Little League and Tee Ball, Pa¬ 
rade of Lights participant, Romulus 
Clean Sweep and a parent volunteer 
in the classroom. 

La Porte supports a reduction in 
the school tax. "As a taxpayer in Ro¬ 
mulus, I would like to be part of the 
decision making process on how my 
tax dollars are being used. I would 
work hand in hand with administra¬ 
tors and taxpayers in the community

on reducing our taxes," said La Porte. 

La Porte supports a focus on tech¬ 
nology programs, including a pro¬ 
gram that would allow parents to ac¬ 
cess school websites to monitor their 
child's progress, review lessons, and 
have open communication with teach¬ 
ers. He would also like to see school 
board meetings televised, enabling 
more residents to have knowledge 
about school operations and acade¬ 
mics. 

He would like to see preschool 
or Head Start programs, and all day 
kindergarten offered to all children. 
"It is beneficial for children to begin 
learning at an early age," said La 
Porte. 

La Porte is endorsed by Romulus 
Mayor Alan Lambert and the

Greater Detroit Building and Con¬ 
struction Trades Council. 

Rendell Wooden is also a lifelong 
resident of Romulus, and a Romulus 
Senior High graduate. She is em¬ 
ployed as an elections clerk within 
the city of Romulus, having served 
in her position for 28 years. She is 
responsible for the administration of 
all elections within the city. 

Wooden believes the most impor¬ 
tant issue facing the district is the re¬ 
duction of the Homestead property 
tax. "To achieve this, 1 would like to 
see the burden shifted from the 
Homestead property owner to com¬ 
mercial business," said Wooden. 

Wooden also believes it is impor¬ 
tant to emphasize student achieve¬ 
ment and standards, supporting pro-

Senate passes airport bill 

Diverts money from Romulus parking

Ray Basham, who represents Ro¬ 
mulus and Taylor in the Michigan 
House of Representatives, is opposing 
the recent redistribution of funds for 
the Airport Tax. 

On May 15 the state passed bill 
4454 in which Romulus stands to lose 
2 million of the 7 million dollars re¬ 
ceived from airport parking tolls. The 
reason is in order to fund “airport se¬ 
curity projects” for every airport in 
the state of Michigan. Representative 
Basham calls this “the myth of airport 


security.” 

“Airport security is a federal issue, 
not a state issue,” said Basham. In ad¬ 
dition to the 2 million taken from the 
airport parking tax, 15 million will be 
taken from indigent health care. 

239 people currently use the 
Wayne County Plus Care and Health- 
Choice administered by the county in 
Romulus. Most of the funds will go 
towards improving and extending 
runways. For Detroit Metro, they will 
also go towards land acquisition for 
noise. 

Basham believes the reason be¬ 
hind the redistribution of funds is to 


punish Romulus and ultimately, 
Basham. Representative Bruce Patter¬ 
son, who represents Van Buren 
Township, Belleville, Sumpter Town¬ 
ship and the north side of Canton, 
Basham believes, is responsible for 
introducing the bill. 

Basham claims Patterson, a former 
Wayne County commissioner, is do¬ 
ing everything in his power to take 
away funding for Wayne County 
health services and Romulus. “After I 
spoke on the House floor against HB 
4454, Patterson offered an amend¬ 
ment that stripped the funds away 
from the city,” said Basham.

Window on Wayne

There is a rumor around town 
that former Westland Police Chief 
Frayer wants to start up a vintage 
baseball team in the city. That’s a 
good idea,, and it also gave me an 
idea to write this column. 

Do you know when baseball 
was first played here in Wayne? 

Get out your bats and balls and 
gloves and let me tell you the story. 

It was right after the great war 
between the States, that’s when. 

The first recorded baseball 
game by a Wayne Tbam went into 
the scorebook on August 10,1866, 
in which Wayne played a visiting 
ball club from the big city, Detroit. 
Unfortunately no one apparently 
recorded the score between the 
two rivals. 

Now take a good look at the 
date - that’s one year after the 
Rebels surrendered to Grant and 
officially the guns of the Civil War 
were silenced. 

Then, on August 18, 1866, the 
Wayne ball team played the Dex¬ 
ter Ball Club, and our team, 
Wayne. Again we have no score be¬ 
tween these two teams. 

The Wayne Baseball Associa¬ 
tion (WBA) was organized by 
1880, and John C. Stellwagon was 
named the treasurer, Niran Haw¬ 
ley - no, not Bill Hawley who many 
believe has been around as long as 
his ancestors, was selected as Vice 
President, while Dan Chambers 
was named secretary of the orga¬ 
nization that continues to exist to 
this day. 

The WBA purchased the fol¬ 
lowing to get started: Lumber at a 
cost of $9; nine uniforms, at a cost 
of $20.17, and four bats, at $1.85. 
(You don’t want to even guess how 
much those items would cost to¬ 
day..) 

George Waltz, a local tailor, 
made the WBA uniforms at the 
following cost: Pants, $4.50; Caps, 
$1.35; and Shirts, $2.75. 

In 1894, the team’s best player 
apparently was a Mr. Will Curtis. 
Curtis was a teacher in Fenton, 
who received a salary of $30 per 
mopth, Curtis’s salaiy did not. in¬ 
clude the train fare to get to 
Wayne to play baseball. The WBA 
gave Curtis $3.50 per month to 
> hop on the train to come to the 
city to compete for the local team. 

Also, in 1884, the Wayne Base¬ 
ball Association charged its play¬ 
ers a dues of 25 cents each seasoa

(Now, they ask their players to sell 
candy to raise the funds to finance 
the teams and the season). The 
following players were associated 
with the WBA in 1894. Some of 
you folks may remember the 
names of your athletic forefathers.. 

The WBA lineup included: 
Frank Anderson, Phil Schambers, 
J. C. Stellwagon, John Bunting, 
WK Bell, J. C. Cozadd, Mr. Huy- 
ck, T. P Gorham, Henry Loss, R. W 
Francisco, V. E. Hill, C. H. Kings¬ 
bury, F H. Jones and David Zim¬ 
merman served as the team physi¬ 
cian. 

The following communities had 
organized baseball teams in the 
late 19th Century, and scheduled 
games against the hometown 
Wayne team. The teams included 
the Detroit Athletic Club, Ply¬ 
mouth Grants, New Boston, Wil¬ 
low, Belleville and Dearborn. 

The local team played on a dia¬ 
mond erected at Brush Street, the 
southside of the Michigan Central 
Railroad Freight Office, east of 
Monroe Street, now Wayne Road. 

In 1907, the Wayne Baseball As¬ 
sociation purchased land in the 
area of Main Street, south; Michi¬ 
gan Avenue on the north between 
Williams and Pershing Street. This 
was the location of Wayne High 
School, or Westside Junior High 
School or the Wayne Community 
Schools’ Board of Education of¬ 
fice. That address was 3712 
Williams Street. 

So, the next time you hear the 
ump shout “Play Ball”, please re¬ 
member that Wayne has been 
playing baseball for over a century 
and has a rich history in the sport. 

Oh, by the way, congratulations 
to Coach Tbm Wakefield and the 
Wayne Memorial Zebras for win¬ 
ning the 2002 Mega Conference, 
White Division Baseball Champi¬ 
onship. The title adds to the lore 
and history of the game in our city.

Romulus plans to revitalize downtown parks 


In an effort to renew city parks, 
the City of Romulus will begin a 
project to revitalize downtown Ro¬ 
mulus' historic park. 

Tim Keyes, Director of Econom¬ 
ic Development for Romulus, sub¬ 
mitted grant applications to the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources for improvements to the 
park, including the purchase of 
more land to expand the park 
boundaries. "We've submitted 
grant applications that could help 
us bring renewed life to Romulus 
parks," said Keyes. "If we're suc¬ 


cessful with the MDNR grant, we 
could begin the process of negotiat¬ 
ing the acquisition of land." The 
city would like to purchase land 
along Goddard Road to be inte¬ 
grated into the existing park prop¬ 
erty.

Tax authorities squeeze cities’ budgets 


Bureaucrats and elected officials 
who budget and spend tax dollars 
(at all levels of government) are 
scrambling these days to find the 
money to fund their proposed ex¬ 
penditures. Various scenarios are 
proposed but one common denomi¬ 
nator seems to be that reducing ex¬ 
penditures is the choice of last resort. 

In Michigan, the state’s budget is 
being squeezed by reduced federal 
money, lower than expected revenue 
from sales and income taxes and 
promised future tax reductions. This 
has resulted in lowering of revenue 
sharing amounts to be passed on to 
counties and cities. By law, neither 
the state nor cities can run budget 
deficits. 

The state has more options (oth¬ 
er than reducing spending) than are 
available to cities. General tax in¬ 
creases (at both levels) must be sub¬ 
mitted to the voters for approval, 
which politicians are loath to do. The 
state legislature is already consider¬ 
ing substantial increases in “user 
fees” which the courts have held are 
not taxes and thus do not have to be 
approved by a vote of the people. 

These increases run the gamut 
from licenses, (e.g. automobile regis¬ 
trations and hunting and fishing per¬ 
mits) to increased fines and court 
costs for traffic violations and crimi¬ 
nal offenses. However the politicians 
can still find millions of dollars for 
subsidies of selected private compa¬ 
nies through the Michigan Econom¬ 
ic Development Corporation 
(MEDC). 

In Detroit, the City Council seems 



determined to extort enough money 
to cover its budget shortfall and 
some new exorbitant programs from 
the gambling casinos, whose fete is 
in limbo pending agreement be¬ 
tween the mayor and council. 

In Dearborn Heights, Mayor 
Ruth Canfield has said the city may 
have to “borrow” $2.5 million from its 
Tax Increment Financing Authority 
(TIFA) to avoid laying off city per¬ 
sonnel This brings up a subject on 
which this writer has inveighed in 
several columns. 

TTFA’s, along with Downtown De¬ 
velopment Authorities (DDA’s) and 
Economic Development Corpora¬ 
tions (EDC’s) were authorized by 
state law shortly after the Headlee 
amendment to the state constitu¬ 
tion mandated that tax increases 
and bond issues be approved by the 
voters. The main purpose was to by¬ 
pass the voters in approving bond is¬ 
sues. 

In such districts, increases in tax 
revenue after they are established go 
not to the city but to the TIFA (or 
DDA or EDC) along with all city 
property taxes on new development 
in that area Over time, these special 
units will gamer an increasing per¬ 
centage of city property taxes. A 
board of directors approved by the

city governing body (councils or 
trustees) governs these units. But, as 
in the case of Dearborn Heights, city 
officials find they have no access to 
those property taxes without negoti¬ 
ating with their own appointees. 

The City of Romulus has a double 
whammy. In addition to less revenue 
sharing from the state, Wayne Coun¬ 
ty has taken considerable amounts 
of property off the city’s tax rolls for 
the airport and now for the Pinnacle 
Aeropark. With the new airport au¬ 
thority and the proposed 
county/state partnership in the Pin¬ 
nacle project, both would have the 
authority to take even more proper¬ 
ty through condemnation and tax 
increments on property still on the 
city’s rolls. 

If that were not enough, Romu¬ 
lus stands to lose another $1.2 mil¬ 
lion per year it has been receiving as 
its (30 percent) share of the airport 
parking tax. A bill has passed the 
state house that would eliminate 
Romulus and give the state up to $6 
million per year from a lower tax 
rate with the balance going to the 
county. That shows the danger of 
coming to rely on a ‘temporary” tax 
meant to help the county out of a 
budget crunch several years ago. 

Perhaps this year’s budget 
crunches will cause city councils to 
have second thoughts about the 
continued existence of TTFA’s. Ro¬ 
mulus might even reconsider the 
over $1 million per year given in tax 
abatements of which a majority 
goes to one company, General Mo¬ 
tors. 


“We must be governed by policy,” 
said Darwin Watts. 

That was one of the few opinions 
unanimously shared by Superinten¬ 
dent Kathleen Booher and all seven 
Plymouth-Canton school board 
members during their May 15 dis¬ 
cussion of proposed bo aid policy. 

How could anybody disagree? In 
a nation ruled by laws and protected 
by rights for individuals, shouldn’t 
policies, not men or women, rule 
government procedures? 

According to conventional wis¬ 
dom, fair laws will protect the sys¬ 
tem from unfair men. 

Nice theory. But if nice theories 
worked, we’d all be living in a com¬ 
munist paradise. 

Problem with communism was 
that nice as it sounded, it didn’t 
work. 

As for rule by policy, it has long 
failed America. 

Ever hear of black slavery? Policy 
protected it for over 70 yeans before a 
war ended it. 

But even though the Civil War 
was the bloodiest war in American 
history, it wasn’t enough to prevent 
about 60 years of U.S. Supreme 
Court rulings and three centuries of 
U.S. Senate policies from mutating 
black slavery to almost 100 years of 
racial segregation. 

Because the U.S. Senate, like the 


Plymouth-Canton Board of Educa¬ 
tion, is a legislature, board members 
should take a close look at how 
strictly followed legislative policies 
furthered eviL 

According to historian Robert 
Caro, in The Years of Lyndon John¬ 
son: Master of the Senate , two Sen¬ 
ate policies — the filibuster and se¬ 
niority — allowed a minority of sena¬ 
tors to prevent civil rights laws from 
being passed, though, at times, a 
majority of Americans, a majority of 
Congressmen, and the President fa¬ 
vored desegregation and civil rights 
laws. 

But the Senate’s seniority policy 
allowed pro-segregation senators to 
become committee chairmen, so 
powerful that they could bury civil 
rights laws in their committees. If 
somehow a civil rights law made it to 
the Senate’s floor; the Senate’s fili¬ 
buster policy enabled a minority of 
senators to prevent the Senate from 
voting on it. 

Senate policies resulted in, to put 
it mildly, the continuation of second- 
class citizenship for most black 
Americans. 

Had not the rise of television co¬ 
incided with the Civil Rights Move¬ 
ment — enabling America to see 
Southern sheriffs setting German 
shepherds on civil rights marchers or 
to see mobs throwing rocks at black 



school children trying to attend all- 
white schools — the evil conse¬ 
quences of strictly followed policies 
may have lasted even longer. 

So before locking into rigid poli¬ 
cies, Plymouth-Canton school board 
members should understand the 
dangers of governing by strictly poli¬ 
cy and take a look at the Canton 
Township Board’s alternative — 
tempering policies with common 
sense. 

In Canton, whenever a controver¬ 
sial issue comes up, instead of dealing 
with it entirely at the board or plan¬ 
ning commission, the township hosts 
public hearings and informal meet¬ 
ings between the opposing sides, 
meetings not governed by policy. 

Thanks to the mixture of infor¬ 
mal get-togethers and formal board 
meetings, common sense usually 
prevails in Canton. 

Wouldn’t it be nice if Darwin 
Watts had said, “We must be gov¬ 
erned by policies tempered by com¬ 
mon sense”?

Ham puts special ed eggs in election basket

Seeking a four-year term on the 
Plymouth Canton Board of Educa¬ 
tion, Richard Ham-Kucharski, age 
30, believes his special education ex¬ 
perience will be a plus for his candi- 
‘dacy. 

Ham-Kucharski has a son, Alex, 
with autism and a severe hearing 
-loss in one ear. Because of his in¬ 
volvement in his son’s education, 
Ham-Kucharski has acquired 
knowledge about the district’s, 
state’s, and federal government’s 
special education programs. 

A resident of Canton, Ham- 
Kucharski graduated from Ply- 
mouth-Salem High School, and has 
an Eastern Michigan B. Sc. in eco¬ 
nomics. 


Employed by EDS, he is a co- 
founder of the Michigan Autism 
Partnership. 

He coordinates information for 
parents and professionals who live 
with autistic individuals. 

He is also the co-chair for the 
countywide Act 18 millage cam¬ 
paign in the Plymouth-Canton dis¬ 
trict, which will increase intermedi¬ 
ate school district taxes 1.5 mils. 

He believes the most important 
issues lacing the district are student 
achievement, funding and resources 
and teamwork. 

‘Although district students have 
shown above average achievement 
on many indicators, such as MEAR 
ACT and SAT test scores, and our 
graduation rates are above the state 
average, we still show signs of poten¬ 
tial pitfalls to come,” he said. “We 


need to ensure that every student 
can reach his or her maximum 
achievement according to their own 
potential.” 

Understanding that every stu¬ 
dent will not be an A student, he 
strongly believes that each student 
should be “fully functional within 
the community.” 

He will lobby for more teacher 
training, tools, and resources 
catered to students’ “learning meth¬ 
ods.” 

Ham-Kucharski will campaign 
for more grant money, including cor¬ 
porate, to provide alternative fund¬ 
ing, and to provide more technology 
in the schools and for training the 
staff to how to effectively use it. 

If elected, he will lobby at the 
state and federal levels to increase 
general school funding and funding 


for targeted programs, such as spe¬ 
cial education, student counseling, 
talented and gifted 

programs, and so on. 

‘1 believe I have the most global 
exposure to such resources, because 
of the nature of my work,” he said. 

Finally, he strongly supports 
teamwork. 

“I want open, honest communi¬ 
cation with everyone in the commu¬ 
nity,” he said. “This means staff ad¬ 
ministration, the board and fami¬ 
nes.” 

He beUeves there is a lot of com¬ 
municating going on, but very nttle 
listening. 

“Every parent has their own 
agenda, and, believe it or not, that 
is the agenda of the board, the 
teachers and the administration,” 
he said.
